THIRTY-ON- E 
CASES 
EXAMINED. 


Twenty Indictments round 
Oulccs nnii 
ltecorilH Found to bo nil Itlght 
511n- - 
or 
Should not bo Allowed 
in 
Saloons. 
Tho grand jury 
ompanclcd for 
tho April term completed its labors 
and handed in its final report last 
Tuesday, which is as follows: 
To tho Honorablo Owen T. Rouse, 
Judgo of 
tho 
Second 
Judicial 
District, in and for tho County 
of Graham. 
Sin: 
The grand jury, duly 
em- 
paneled for tho April 
term 
1896, 
havo tho honor to respectfully sub 
mit tho following report: 
Vo havo examined into and 
dis- 
posed of thirty-on- 
criminal 
cases 
with 
tho 
following 
result: 
"We 
have found twenty 
true 
bills and 
ignored eleven ciimiual complaints. 
Wo fuithcr beg lcavo 
to submit 
lcportsofour sovcral committees 
appointed to inspect 
tho different 
departments of the county 
institu- 
tions as follows: 
Tho Supervisors ofiico has been 
examined 
as 
thoioughly 
as 
tho 
limited timo at our disposal would 
admit, and wo find that tho books 
of tho county havo been kept in a 
neat and business-lik- 
o 
manner and 
that tho papers and vouchers 
per- 
taining to that 
offico 
have been 
proporly 
filed. 
Tho probato Judgo's 
books and 
papers have 
been 
examined 
and 
lounu to nave been 
uanaieu 
in a 
careful manner, and wo beliovothat 
tho 
apportionments 
havo 
been 
equitably mado to tho several 
dis- 
tricts. 
Tho Treasurer's books havo been 
carefully examined 
from January 
1, 1805, to tho presont dato and we 
find upon thorough scrutiny of all 
receipts and disbursements that the 
balance on hand in said 
offico 
to 
bo correct, and that 
all vouchors 
aro properly filed for tho examina- 
tion of tho public. 
In our report upon county jail 
and hospital, attention is called to 
a complaint from tho piisoners 
in 
tho county jail of insufficiency 
of 
food 
supplied. 
In 
reference 
to 
tho 
hospital 
it 
is recommended 
that broken window lights 
be 
and that whitewash 
bo 
ap- 
plied 
whero 
needed, 
also 
that 
blinds or curtains 
bo furnished for 
windows in 
appartmonts 
of the 
sick. 
Tho District 
Attornoy's 
offico 
was found to havo boon kept in ex- 
cellent condition 
in 
all respects 
and that tho District Attorney 
ap-poa- 
to have efficiently discharg- 
ed the many 
duties 
which 
havo 
devolved upon him. 
Tho Recorder's books wero found 
to havo been neatly and 
correctly 
kept. 
Tho Sheriff's ofilco was found 
to 
havo been carefully taken 
care 
of 
in all dotails and 
books 
neat 
in 
appearance and correctly kopt. 
Attention is c.lled to the various 
officers of tho county 
of tho 
ap- 
parent increaso of crimo, and it is 
recommended that tho provisions 
of Act 28, session laws of tho 17th 
legislature bo enforced in 
tho 
in- 
terest of economy and tho general 
welfare of the people at large, 
as 
a considerable 
proportion 
of tho 
petty offences 
committed 
in 
the 
county appear to havo their origin 
from violation of this act, prohibit- 
ing peisons undor tho 
ago 
of 21 
years frcquonting saloons and othor 
places of amusement where liquor 
is sold. 
The grand jury also recommends 
that caio bo cqerciscd in tho 
col- 
lection of gambling liconso tax on 
each gaming tablo as provided 
by 
law and boliovo that tho rovenuo 
of tho county and particularly 
the 
scnooi nina wouiu do greatly 
aug- 
mented if such licenses 
weio 
col- 
lected in all instances whero it is 
possible. 
Examination 
of 
tho 
leeords show that tho licenso 
tax 
recoipts aro somewhat larger 
now 
than in some former years, but we 
boliovo 
with 
careful 
attention, 
although 
a somewhat 
fluctuating 
source cf rovenuo, much better 
re 
suits can bo attained. 
Tho members of this body recog 
nize tho paramount importance 
of 
a careful assessment of all taxable 
proporty, equitably and fearlessly 
done, and also rocognizo tho 
le- - 
spon3iblo position occupied 
by tho 
board of supervisors and fool that 
whorcin 
their 
duties 
renuiro 
it. 
stringent measures should bo 
used 
for tho 
enforcement 
of tho law 
and tho collection 
of rovenuo for 
tho maintonanco of tho county and 
tonitorial institutions. 
"W& also 
recommend 
that old 
and worthless claims for delinquent 
taxc3 bo dismissed whero expenses 
may accrue without possibility 
of 
recovering for tho county. 
It is also re'eommonded that tho 
board of supervisors 
inquire 
into 
the nocd3 of tho county 
jail 
and 
uso Ihoir judgment 
in tho matter 
r 


of tho purchase of cages 
for 
pris- 
oners. 
Tho grand jury return thanks to 
tho District Attornoy 
for prompt 
attendance and valuablo 
informa- 
tion furnished 
on 
all 
occasions, 
also to tho foreman and scciotary 
for tho business 
liko 
manner 
in 
which 
matters 
before 
tho body 
havo been disposed 
of. 
Wo 
also 
beg leave to ststa that 
wo have 
found tho several 
county 
officers 
courteous at all times and obliging 
in thoir relations with 
our labors 
on tho giand jury.

Rouse, wo respectfully tender 
our

THE ARIZONA 
MUMMY. 


Remains Thought to bo Thoso of an Aztec 
Warrior. 
An Arizona hunter, named John 
McCarty, has brought into Prcscott 
a mummy that is 
believed 
to be 


antc-dat- 
tho 
Indians, 
and 
tho 
Courier claims, 
is of 
a decidedly 
differant type. 
Ho found it 
whilo 
hunting a lion, which ho had treed 
and brought down 
on 
tho Vcrdo 
canyon. 
In a cliff dwelling he had 
found a scaled chamber 
8x9 
feet. 
Tearing it open 
ho met a gtisly 
siffht. 
It was this mummy kneel 
ing on a soap weed mat, with the 
body upright and the head erect. 
the long 
arms 
hanging 
straight 
down from tho shoulder. 
In hfo 
ho was about fivd feot seven inches 
high. 
In one hand was erasped 
a 
stone ax, in tho other a bundlo of 
barbed, 
flint-heade- d 
arrows. 
As 
tho air rushed into 
tho vault, 
the 
rawhide shafts of the 
arrow-head-s 
and tho 
raw-hid- e 
handle 
o1' the 
stono ax crumbled to pieces, as did 
the mat and mantle which 
co 'ered 
the mummy. 
Tho fino brown hair, 
about two feet in length, fell 
from 
tho head. 
In tho cave wero found 
sovcral carthenwaro 
bowls, a tor- 
toise shell and about 
1,800 worth 
of tho best giado 
turquois 
in tho 
rough, just as it was 
taken 
from 
the ledge. 
Tho 
pieces 
ranged 
in 
size from the dimensions of a wal 
nut to thoso of a hen's ctr. 
Thero is no flint in this 
pa-- 
t 
of 
tho country, and 
no known 
coin 
of tuquoi 
in tho 
western 
hemis- 
phere of tho width of these st 
s, 
whcio ancients got them 
is 
a mystery. 
The skull is thick and 
tho brain cavity small. 
Tho lowor 
jaw is very heavy and projecting. 
Tho tooth arc large, strongly 
set 
and intact. 
A 7 
2 
hat fits closely 
on tho bare 
skull. 
Tho 
body 
is 
small, shoulders narrow, 
legs and 
arm bones large and strong; 
legs 
long, arms and fingers phenomenal- 
ly long. 
There is almost.no 
foie-hea- 
tho back of the head is largo 
and lound; tho skull 
has 
a shaip 
inclino down to tho eyebrows, and 
tho hair seems to havo grown close 
to tho eyes. 
Tho mummy is 
com- 
plete, and seems to havo dried 
up 
without 
decomposition. 
Tho ab 
sence of high check bones and tho 
fino hair indicato that he 
was 
not 
related to tho Indians of 
to-da-

The practice in good horse hta 
bles is to take the horse out of the stail 
for gi ooming. 
The cow needs grooming more than 
the. horse, anil in the opinion of the 
Jersey Bulletin, it is of vislly more im- 
pel tance to lliocc who are to drink her 
milk. 
Certainly, then, the cow is en- 
titled to as much pains, as the horse, 
and should be groomed in a separat" 
place fiom that in which she is milked.
